SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


As predicted in the 1987 report, 1988 continued at a 
fast pace for New Ipswich government. The demand for 
services placed on all Boards and Departments created a 
continued awareness that our Town is no longer able to 
escape any of the problems created by growth. 

Voters at the Annual Meeting recognized the need for 
a study of the space requirements at all town buildings 
with an emphasis on the Town Office by approving a motion 
for a committee to study and review this problem. Their 
findings and studies are contained in the Annual Report. 
There are a number of options for consideration. 

Since the Police budget was passed intact, two 
additional police officers were hired giving us 24 hour 
coverage seven days a week unless circumstances like 
vacations, sickness, etc. make it impossible. We have 
found with the increased manpower and a fulltime secretary, 
the Department has been able to satisfy most of the demands 
and complaints from the citizens of New Ipswich. Fewer 
criticisms and complaints of the police were received in 
1988, because of the increased coverage by this Board. We 
commend the Department for the job they did last year. 

One of the most important actions taken by voters last 
year was to approve a motion to establish a voluntary 
recycling center at the New Ipswich Landfill by raising 
$15,000.00 for construction. Put into motion by Fred 
Meshna, along with a number of others, this project will be 
finalized in 1989. We have applied for a grant from New 
Hampshire the Beautiful to augment some of the monies spent 
in 1988 and to be spent in 1989. Solid waste is a continuing 
big problem for all towns and cities in New Hampshire. A 
detailed report by Mr. Meshna is contained elsewhere in 
this book. 

A petition to abolish the New Ipswich Planning Board 
was presented to us and pursuant to the law, you the voter, 
have to make the ultimate decision by ballot in March. We 
feel that New Ipswich needs a Planning Board for the purpose 
of controlling and planning our destiny. Abolishing this 
Board creates a very unfavorable position for all Town 
officials in any capacity. Local officials could be at the 
mercy of developers and builders as zoning would be applied 
or used for two years only and then we must abide strictly 
by State rules and regulations in effect at the time. It 
is one of the most important deciSions you will make this 
year regarding our Town's future. It is your decision. 

Unfortunately, because of additional tax levies, the 
tax rate rose sharply with the largest increase in the 
School District assessment. 1989 should see a reduced rate 
due to the re-evaluation article passed'in 1988. Hopefully 
all properties will be assessed at 100% and the project will 
be completed by August. The biggest impact on the tax rate 


will be the amount to be raised for schools and the county. 
With the completion of the Town Pool on schedule, a 


very successful program was held throughout the summer 
under the leadership of Ruth Somero, Suzanne Hill and Karen 
Kivela. Our sincere thanks and appreciation to them for a 
job well done. An open house and a dedication ceremony 
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were held in October. Sincere appreciation to all the 
participants, especially Mildred Henault who was instru- 
mental in all of the research and planning making it a 
success. 

We can report that your Town is financially stable 
with no severe money problems. Hopefully the future will 
remain economically sound and we will continue on a sound 
course. 

A number of other important things in 1988 are out- 
lined in the individual reports. We need the continued 
Support and cooperation from you the citizen to meet the 
challenges that the future holds. Solutions must be found 
for the existing problems and those to follow. Without 
participation by all, the task becomes very difficult. Your 
ideas and involvement are always welcomed. 

We would like to express our thanks and appreciation 
to all Town officials and Boards for their dedication and 
cooperation. We would be remiss if we did not express 
Sincere thanks and deepest appreciation to Marilyn Somero 
and Mary Jane Grasty for their untiring efforts and 
dedication for many years to New Ipswich. Special thanks 
must be given to our present office staff, Lucy Lemons, 
Jeanne Cunningham, Cindy Morris and Robin Broden for the 
difficult task of trying to keep the Town Office running as 
smoothly as possible under the conditions prevailing at 
present. Thanks toyou the Citizens of New Ipswich for your 
cooperation and understanding in 1988.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In March of 1988 at Town meeting, this Department was very for- 
tunate to have the cooperation of the townspeople in the approval of 
our 1988 budget; which allowed us to increase our full time department 
by two more men. With this increase, it has allowed us not only to 
give the coverage that was so greatly needed, but also to devote 100% 
of our attention to major cases when they occured. One such case 
occured in August, in which approximately $140,000.00 in stolen office 
equipment was taken, not only from New Ipswich, but five other commun- 
ities. With the adequate man power and the need for the investigating 
Officer to be out of town for the majority of the investigation, the 
town was not left uncovered. As a result of this investigation, two 
arrests were made and approximately three truck loads of equipment 
were recovered. 

This past year with the assistance of the Fire Department, the 
Highway Department, and the Board of Selectmen, the Police Department 
was able to establish an emergency communications center at the police 
station. This was done to give the Town of New Ipswich the capability 
to handle emergency services, in case of a breakdown or failure of 
services supplied by Monadnock Communications Center in Wilton. This 
center has the ability to dispatch and tone out fire equipment, conmm- 
unicate with surrounding town Fire Departments via radio, various 
Police Departments, and the New Ipswich Highway Department. Also, 
we are equipped with a generator to handle all electical power for 
the Police Department in case of a power failure. All emergency phone 
numbers have now been brought to this center. We would like to say 
this center is only in full operation in time of emergencies. 

In June of this past year, Linda Starcher, the daughter of Alan 
and Lynn Starcher, was sponsored by the New Ipswich Police Department 
as a candidate for enrollment in the New Hampshire Police Chief's 
Cadet Academy. She was accepted and completed a one week Police Cadet 
Academy course; which was held at the training facility in Concord. 
Miss Starcher is the first teenager from New Ipswich to be accepted 
into this Academy. She looks forward to attending the Advanced Cadet 
Academy next year. 

In November, Officer Robert Malboeuf successfully completed the 
ten week mandatory New Hampshire Police Academy. Upon his completion, 
Officer Malboeuf is now a full time certified Officer in the State of 
New Hampshire. Officer Malboeuf is the first Officer from New Ipswich 
to complete the New Hampshire Police Academy. 

This year the Department investigated 183 Criminal Cases, 90 
Accidents, and received 7,398 calls. There were 753 cases brought 
before the Jaffrey-—Peterborough District Court. 

The following calls were received by the Department in 1988. 

This excludes calls of assistance in personal matters or advice 
needed and received at my home, and at the homes of the other Off- 
icers. In 1988, we received 7,398 calls and complaints.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Our biggest project this year was rebuilding 900 feet of 
North Road. With the repairs made, we hope this section of 
road will stay together for many years. Our other big 
accomplishment was finishing a project that was started four 
year ago; that being the paving of Poor Farm Road. We also 
started rebuilding a section of Temple Road and hope to do 
another section next year. 

We did ditching on the following roads: Greenville, 
Davis Village, Academy, Porter Hill, Willard, and Lower 
River. We worked on the drainage on Poor Farm, Timbertop, 
Bank Village, Tenney, Locke, Collins, and Cutter roads. We 
installed guardrails on Poor Farm Road and Gibbs Avenue. In 
conjunction with the Town Hill project, we repaved all of 
Upper and Lower School Streets. 

We cut brush on Greenville, Academy, North, Wheeler, and 
Upper Ashby Roads. We continued our roadside mowing but it 
has become increasingly difficult to keep up because of 
continuous breakdowns from our 40 year old tractor and mower. 

In 1988 the Town took over the maintenance of Ken Street, 
Gibbs Avenue, Greenbriar Road and Philmart Drive, giving the 
Town a total of three more miles of road to maintain. 

With the Town growing at a fast pace, it has become very 
difficult to provide the needed service and still keep our 
operating budget as low as we all would like. 

With the building boom hitting New Ipswich in 1987-1988, 
all the heavy trucks working in Town have really taken a toll 
On our toads. AS’ ‘you all can see as’ ‘you drive ‘around Town, 
some of our roads are really showing some wear. We will 
have to be addressing this problem in the next three to 
five years. 

The Highway Department would like to thank the Selectmen 
and all other Town Departments for their help in 1988. We 
especially want to thank you, the taxpayers, for all your 
understanding when asking for assistance. 

I would like to thank Cindy, Jeanne, Lucy, Robin and 
Denise: for all their help given me in 1988. 

I also want to thank the Highway crew for all their 
support given me, and for their excellent work and 
dedication given to the Town of New Ipswich.

SANITARY LANDFILL 


In 1988 we continued making improvements to our landfill 
Site. We had a bulldozer stockpile sand,and gravels for 
highway use and also stockpile cover material to be used on 
Site. We also had the dozer clean up a lot of the mess 
around the entire site. We moved our brush burning pit to 
a new location which has proved to be working very well. 

The town,is finding it increasingly difficult to dispose 
of our tires, scrap metal, and waste oils. We are finding 
it very costly. We started selling gravel to the public 
once again in 1988 but we set a‘yearly limit of how much we 
would sell. Our fee system instituted in 1987 is working 
well, however, we still have some residents that are 
reluctant to pay. By not paying, these people are costing 
all taxpayers in New Ipswich money. 

In 1989 we will be setting up a recycling center on site 
which in its early stages will only be on a:volunteer basis. 
With ever-changing rules within the State of New Hampshire, 
it is becoming more and more difficult for us to operate. 

We continued with our State mandated engineering study 
in 1988 and hope to complete this project in 1989.

Shee work.on.the,. Planning,and,Assessors, Boardsuy»Wes are 
always open to those who have a question, a concern or a 
desire to attend a meeting or to join the Commission. 


Beeerwes, as always, a busy year. ”"Our*eftficers”’ for’ 1989 
remain the same as last year, and the two main projects that 
took’ much time are the same two that occupied us in .1987. 
However, both projects have progressed and both are closer 
to completion. 


The first main project was the final preparation of a warrant 
article which was presented at March 1988 town meeting, 
allowing the town to acquire three dam sites for conservation 
use. The sites are #35 on Binney Hill Road, #13 on Temple 
Road, and #14 on Thayer Road. As a review, for newcomers, 
perhaps it should be mentioned that the three sites, of a few 
acres each, are leased from the State Water Resources Board 
for 90 years at a rate of $1 per, site.» The mentioned article 
did pass and our task for the remainder of the year was to 
implement a management plan for each site which had been 
Garerully worked out over the preceeding months. 


An abutters committee was formed for each site and by October 
1988, before the hunting season, signs made at Mascenic High 
School were put up marking the conservation areas and 
designating where and when bird hunting would be allowed. 
Further implementation of plans, for example parking lots, 
picnic tables, and gates will be carried out Spring 1989. 


The second major project was the continuation of our plans to 
use the generous gift of land from Mr. Bronson Potter as a 
matching grant for $35,000 of federal funds to complete the 
preservation of Hoar Pond for posterity. Early in the year 
the Selectmen received a letter from the Department of 
Resources and Economic Development saying that New Ipswich 
Was, one of three winners in the state for this highly 
competitive prize. The remainder of the year was spent in 
developing a plan which included a property line swap 

and a conservation easement with Mr. J.J. Cohen and a 
conservation easement with Nick and Lulu Kenney. 


Federal approval of these plans is expected in the first 
quarter of 1989. Then we can take::ownership of the property 
and begin to build foot trails required for public access. 


Other projects occupied various members throughout the year. 
Stanley Kellogg embarked on a program to encourage more land 
gifts to the town. We joined with the "Trust for New 
Hampshire Lands" and "Friends of the Wapack" to work toward 
protecting the Wapack Trail, a good deal of which runs 
through our area. Landowners have to be approached to work 
out conservation easement agreements. 
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Many site visits were made this year in response to dredge 
and fill requests, and our recommendations regarding 
proximity to’ wetlands, potential’ for soil erosion, ere. 
were sent on to the Zoning Board of Adjustment. We worked 
closely with them on many matters as we do with the 
Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen. 


Meetings and conferences were attended throughout the year 
by Conservation Commission members pertaining to land. and 
water resources, wetlands, forests, trailmaking, waste 
disposal and landfill issues. 


We feel that we have made progress toward our major goal of 
protecting the natural resources of the town, butasmueh 
remains to be done in 1989.

PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 


New Ipswich continues to grow at an accelerated pace as 
the figures on.the next page reflect. Hearings continue at 
the rate of three per month. In addition, the Board has sat 
for a fourth session each month in an effort to carry out 
the other responsibilities of the Board. The Applicant 
Assistance Program has proved its worth to both the Planning 
Board and applicants to ease the application process. 

As can be seen by the budget figures for 1988, the 
Planning Board operates at no cost to the town, all of our 
expenses are born by the application fees and reimbursements. 
It should also be noted that the members serve with no 
compensation. 

Along with the time spent handling a full slate of 
subdivisions and lot line adjustments, the Planning Board 
has completed a Capital Improvement Plan, with the 
immeasurable aid of the subcommittee headed by Ed Somero. 
Many thanks to Ed and his committee. 
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The Board failed to win the approval of the Town on its 
Building Code Ordinance, however, it will be reworked, 
improved, and re-submitted at a future Town Meeting. 

Several large subdivision projects have been submitted 
LOsetne, board this year that will have a heavy impact. on, the 


adjoining road network. The Board is in the middle of 
working out a process by which the developer pays his fair 
share of improvements necessitated by his development. The 


successful outcome of these ongoing efforts will have the 
effect of easing the financial burden of our continuing 
growth on the property taxpayers of the town, and sharing 
that burden with those most benefiting from this growth. 

The town continues to benefit from the services of) the 
Southwest Region Planning Commission. The staff planners 
review and assist in the submission of subdivisions and 
other applications, smoothing the process for all concerned. 
The Applicant’ Assistance Program, instituted last year, has 
helped to keep ithe hearing process running smoothly. 

In addition to their other duties, Board members have 
continued to participate in ongoing educational seminars and 
conferences to help keep them up to date with advances in 
town planning and growth management. These educational 
activities have been conducted by the New Hampshire 
Municipal Association. 

The Hillsborough County Conservation District has aided 
Piero@ard in its work by providing the consultation ofiMts 
Soil Conservation Service in site reviews and erosion 


control. This has been an invaluable service. 
Lastly, we cannot complete this report without paying 
tribute to our retiring Chairwoman, Mary Jane Grasty. Mary 


Jane has been responsible, in great measure, for any 
successes the Board might have achieved during the period 
Siememmtewardship. Much of Mary Jane's efforts, on behalf 
of New Ipswich, have been behind the scenes and gone 
unnoticed over the years. We know she will continue to 
work for us in other capacities. For what she has done, 
and will continue to do, we wish to extend a heart felt 
thank you, Mary Jane. 

We are also grateful to Eleanore Webber and Jennifer 
bazotte who have been carrying on the critical and 
necessary secretarial and administrative services to the 
Planning Board.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


As in prior years, the Selectmen were the Board of Health. 
Pollution of public and private waters still remains the #1 
problem. Tests and inspections were conducted in a number 
of areas to reach a workable solution because of the many 
variables involved. We hope that by working with a number 
of parties, ‘solutions will be reached in 1989. Pollution 
of private wells is generally found to be attributed to 
faulty septic systems. This problem is usually caused by 
disregard for ones neighbor and each year a number of 
complaints are received by this office. In most cases we 
have been able to solve this problem in an amicable manner, 
satisfactory to all parties. 

As required by law, Nursery Schools and Kindergartens 
have to be inspected by the Board of Health and the Fire 
Department. A number of these were conducted in 1988. Also

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1987 and June 1988, we experienced more fires than normal. 
The three leading causes of forest fires were again children, fires 
kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden and debris 
burning. All causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility 
of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest 
regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest 
law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, Concord Forest 
Protection Headquarters at (603) 271-2217, or local Forest Ranger. 


On January 1, 1989, the Deceptive Forestry Business Practices Law 
(RSA 224:54) goes into effect. This law, in summary, states that a 
person is guilty of a misdemeanor if , in the course of buying or 
selling a forest product, uses a false weight or measure for falsely 
determining any quality or quantity of a forest product. For more 
information, contact one of the persons mentioned above.

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THE SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 
ANNUAL REPORT TO TOWNS 1988 


The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. continues to 
provide efficient, .professional quality service to the 
communities of Greenville, Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. 
this service is possible only through the dedication of our 
well-trained Driver/Attendants, all of whom are volunteers. 
Most of these volunteers are now nationally registered 
Emergency Medical Technicians-Ambulance. Many have also 
undergone advanced training to become EMT-Intermediates, 
which includes administering IV's and Advance Life Support 
Techniques. At least three attendants are scheduled to be 
on call every night from 6 to 6, thus each attendant is 
scheduled approximately 7 times a month, plus answering 
calls during the day-whenever possible. Daytimes still 
remain to be very difficult to cover, so there presently 
exists a need for volunteers who are able to spare some of 
their time to the Service. Any’ resident of the four towns 
interested in joining the Service are encouraged to contact 
any attendant or member of the Board of Directors. 

In 1968 the service replaced the 10 year old Cab & 
Chassis with a new Ford Diesel Cab & Chassis. The box was 
mounted onto the new chassis with some modifications 
including a new poured floor, new upholstry, etc. All of 
this was done at an approximate price of $32,000. A 
complete new ambulance set up the same as this one would 
have cost $74,000. 

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service continues to 
operate at no expense to the individual requiring Emergency 
Medical Service. Last year we made 296 actual runs and 
teiseatoemnort include standbys for fires or for. stressful 
athletic events. the projected annual per capita cost for 
1989 for the four town area is $4.82 which is an increase 
over last year. The biggest increase in cost is in the 
insurance. Because of spiralling cost in automobile 
insurance and also in liability insurance, we had to 
BeuLOouridate a larger.amount to cover our needs. The other 
parts to our budget have not changed much. We work very 
hard to keep costs down- Your generous donations have 
enabled us to buy up-to-date equipment such as new portable 
radios and pagers, and many large much needed medical 


equipment. For this we thank you very much. 
Our main goal in 1989 is to acquire a piece of land and 
make plans to build a building to house our ambulances. One 


ambulance now is housed in the Greenville Fire Station 

and the other in the Police Station in New Ipswich. However, 
each place is very small and crowded and has absolutely no 
room to have much needed training and hold all the meetings 
that are required to run the service.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The pace of growth in New Ipswich is dramatically 
illustrated by the following list showing the year-to-year 
increase in the number of assessed real estate parcels:

From yax years 1987 to 1988, the assessed value of the 
taxable properties increased from 1462 to 1557, an increase 
of 7%. The 16% increase in tax rate, however, shows that 
spending substantially outpaced the increase in assessments. 

The assessment process has now become a year-round effort. 
In addition to the basic tasks of assessing new and changed 
construction and subdivisions, tax estimates are frequently 
made for homeowners, prospective buyers, real estate agents 
and lending institutions. It is always emphasized that such 
estimates, based on prospective plans and verbal 
descriptions, are tentative and that the only assessment 
that’ cOunts is the one that results ‘in your tax bill. 

The rapid development in town has the consequence that 
Much Speen space is) coming) out ‘of ("Current Use” ‘status.'with 
substantial one-time revenues to the town in the form of the 
10% change tax. Much of the Board's effort -is directed 
toward determining a fair market value and hence, change tax 
on these properties. At this time there is a considerable 
backlog in assessing these changes. It should be noted that 
there is no statute.of limitations on the period during which 
this change tax can be levied. 

Much effort is also expended in tracking transfers of 
property. Frequently there are multiple transfers of a 
parcel in one tax year with construction between transfers. 
This task is complicated by the delay between the transfer 
ana the receipt of the deed from the registry. The 
diligence and vigilance of the town office secretarial staff 
in maintaining control of this information is gratefully 
acknowledged. This continuing effort is greatly facilitated 
by close liaison between the Board of Assessors and the 
Planning Board. 

We wish hereby to emphasize the importance of returning 
the annual Inventory of Taxable Property, which will be 
mailed to every property owner on or about the first week 
in March. This inventory greatly eases the load on the 
Board even if it indicates that there has been no change. 
This year, the inventory will be accompanied by a brief 
questionnaire, which will enable the taxpayer to provide us 
with somewhat more information. In particular, we request a 
description of the status of buildings under construction in 
terms of percentage of completion. This information will 
decrease the necessity of repeated site visits to construct- 
ion spanning more than one year. It will not be necessary 
to return this auxiliary questionnaire if no changes have 
been made. We also expect to re-institute the $50 penalty 
for non-return of inventories. 
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The re-valuation of the town by MMC Incorporated is well 
underway. Most of the field work, which is the data 
collection phase, has been completed. The company will 
distribute to property owners a booklet listing the 
assessment of all properties along with an individual impact 
notice. Hearings will then be scheduled in July. It must 
be re-emphasized that the new assessments, which will be at 
current market values, will be offset by a drastically 
reduced tax rate. The re-valuation will take efiee sro 
tax: year April 1, 1989 to March 31, 1990. (MMC  wisteeee: = 
Board to express their appreciation for the cooperation 
shown by the residents of New Ipswich during the site visits. 

In February, the Board of Assessors will conduct a public 
hearing in accordance with RSA 72:43H, which enables the town 
to establish its own schedule of assessment exemptions for

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REPORT OF THE TOWN MUNICIPAL BUILDING STUDY COMMITTEE 


INTRODUCTION 


This report is the result of the Town Municipal 
Building Study Committee pursuant to Article 21, as 
amended, of the Town Warrant adopted March 12, 1988. 
The members of this Committee appointed by the 


Selectmen. are as follows: Larry Ackerson, George Maki, 
John Maffioli, David Packard, Elmer Stark, Diane Tigue, 
and "Buddy" White. David Packard was elected chairman 


and Diane Tigue secretary at the Committee's 
organizational meeting. 


OBJECTIVES: OF THE..COMMITTEE 


The Committee adopted the following objectives with 
respect to the review of current and future space needs 
of the Town. 


1. Letters: :were sent to the Selectmen, Police and Fire 
Chief(s), Road Agent, Town Clerk/Tax Collector, 
Treasurer, Supervisors of the Checklist, Assessors and 
Chairs of Boards and Committees soliciting information 
and comments on their space requirements. 


2. Interviews and site inspections of town buildings 
and those responsible for those sites. 


3. The efficient administration of the town's business 
coupled with a prudent expenditure of taxpayer's 
aollars. 


HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVE 


A Warrant Article submitted by the Selectmen in 1988 to 
study the space needs of the town was approved, as 
amended, by the voters at Town Meeting. An: 
appropriation ‘of $500.00 was included. This 
appropriation was not used. 


Anyone visiting the present Town Office for business or 
to attend a meeting recognizes that there is inadequate 
parking, the present site is not handicap accessible 
and groups of twelve (12) or more meeting at the present 
Site have to adjourn to another site per order of the 
Pare Marshall... Little, appears to have changed since the 
Comprehensive Planning Program report from March 1983. 
That report stated "the building, itself, is deteriorat- 
ing. Bathroom facilities are inadequate...there is 
inadequate storage area, in combination with the 
generally poor condition of the building, would suggest 
the need for consideration of some alternative of 
housing the Town's government." 


The committee met numerous times and included a trip to 
inspect a new Town Office building in Bedford. The 
consensus of the committee is that there is a need and 
indeed a problem. However, our charge in the Article 
was to review the space needs and to report to the 
Selectmen our findings.

IV. 


METHODOLOGY AND RESOURCES 


1. Review of Town Office, Police Station, Fire Stae.on 
and Town Garage. Interviews with Selectmen, Police 
Chief, Fire Chief and Road Agent. These interviews, 
combined with on site inspections, provided an 
opportunity for these individuals to address the areas 
of space, particular to. their needs. 


2. Field trip. Presentation by Marjorie "Midge" 
Peters, Selectman, Town of Bedford. Members of the 
Committee toured the newly constructed Town Office 
building and then met with Selectman Peters, who 
provided information from Bedford's study committee (s). 
The methodology involved in their design and 
construction provided many insights. The Town of 
Bedford, realizing that their annual budget was the 
Size of a business budget, recognized that it was time 
to operate in an efficient business-like manner. 

Their study determined that Gitizens visit the Town 
Office for services in the following: order: 


A. Register vehicles. 

Dera ployer: Caoxeas 

C. Assessors and tax map information. 
D. Selectmen 


Their structure was designed using this information. 
All town officials are housed in this building with the 
exception of the Police and Fire departments. It was 
built with room for expansion to accommodate the growth 
of the town. There is ample storage::space, ample 
parking and they are able to attract people to seek 
town employment because they provide adequate space for 
individuals to accomplish their daily work. Their 
design was impressive, with a foyer and counters for 
Town Clerk, Tax Collector where Bedford citizens can 


form orderly lines and expect timely service. An area 
for tax maps is available for townspeople and 
developers. Unless specific ianformation,,is. required 


from Assessors, town employees are not interrupted. 

The Assessors have their own office with specific hours. 
This office is locked to maintain confidentiality. The 
Selectmen have an office to the rear of the building. 
Their facility also includes a large, well lit meeting 
room for Boards and Committees. It accommodates 75 
people when seated, and allows 15 more standing for a 
totar o1fesy. 


MAJOR ISSUES 
A. TOWN OFFICE 


As stated earlier, the present Town Office is not 
handicap accessible. It cannot accommodate numbers 
of people for various Board and Committee meetings 
and hearings. The Comprehensive Planning Program 
report stated that the "primary responsibility for 
community government is the timely identification 
and provision of those public facilities and 
services that are required by its residents, 
taxpayers and businesses. The degree to which 
these services are provided and the manner of their 
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development greatly determines the quality, 
convenience and general character of the town." 

With that in mind, let us remember that the New 
Ipswich Town Office is still housed in a frame 
buridinge constructed in 1800,: .The building's 
primary function is to provide office space for the 
Board of Selectmen, Town Clerk/Tax Collector, 
Assessors, Town Treasurer, Town Auditor, Supervisors 
of the Checklists as well as meeting/hearing area 


tor the town's boards.and committees. ‘The. 1983 
Comprehensive Planning Program report states "the 
building itself is deteriorating. Bathroom 
facilities are very inadequate...there is 


inadequate storage area, in combination with the 
generally poor condition of the building, would 
Suggest the need for consideration of some 
alternative to housing the town's government." 
With the growth of the town, this is certainly as 
Pres today! aso) was) rn, 2983.,.Our, present facility 
is limited in space and is inadequate for the cost 
effective operation of town government. The 
Comprehensive Planning Program also discussed the 
need to centralize town government as a high 
priomiuty. 


Our present complex is woefully inadequate to meet 


the needs of our citizens. Storage is practically 
non-existent, insecure and in cases in violation of 
state laws. The staff of Town Office as well as 


those providing support services for the boards and 
committees do not have sufficient space to perform 


their given duties. There is also a lack of 
sufficient privacy for some aspects of town 
government. The meeting room where Selectmen hold 


their meetings as well as the other boards and 
committees is poorly ventilated, does not 
accommodate numbers of citizens and is not 
accessible to the handicapped. All of the boards 
and committees responded that they required an 
area for storage of their documents, a desk from 
which to work and an area out of the traffic flow. 
We are not suggesting that each board or committee 
have their own rooms; these could be shared and 
still have adequate space for storage. The present 
Site has inadequate parking for citizens and 
employees. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The New Ipswich Fire Department is housed in a 
relatively new structure constructed in°1978 The 
Fire Department is staffed by volunteers. It's 
space requirements appear to be adequate at present. 
However, there is concern that as the town continues 
to grow there may be a need for substations in the 
future. With growth there is also a concern that 
eventually the town may need a full time fire 
officer. This would require additional space. 
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VL. 


The upstairs meeting room in the Fire Department is 
presently: used by the boards and committees when a 
capacity is reached at the Town Office of 12 or 
more people at public hearings. 


C. POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The New Ipswich Police Department is located in one 
of the town's oldest buildings. Police coverage is 
provided on a twenty-four hour basis. The present 
facility is inadequate. Modern day police depart- 
ments, even in small communities, should provide 
for an interrogation room, a holding cell, 
communication room, meeting room and adequate and 
secure storage for equipment and evidence. 


D. HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The New Ipswich Highway Department is housed in a 
building constructed, in 1945 .°° It. consitete oe 
office for the Road Agent and a bay area used for 
storage and repair of the towns vehicles’ and 
equipment. Not all equipment can be housed at 
present and there is a need for additional bays. 
It should be noted that in other communities the 
Road Agent has been given office space in the town 
complex for preparation of daily work orders and 
storage of documents. 


SUMMARY 


The present Town Office facility is totally inadequate. 
It does not provide accessibility to the handicapped. 
There is not sufficient public parking. Employees 
work’:in cramped conditions. Bathroom facilities are 
inadequate. There is inadequate storage for 
secretarial supplies and janitorial supplies. There 

is no:storage area for vital and municipal records. We 
are in violation of state statutes in this regard. 


It is extremely difficult for the Assessors, Treasurer, 
Auditor, Supervisors of the Checklist and the Boards 
and Committees to function properly when they have no 
Space to operate from. They have no space for storage. 
Public hearings are forced to be moved and the 
attendant documents transported to another facility. 


The Town of New Ipswich is a business and should’ be 
operated as a business. Contended employees produce 
more and are happier in an environment condusive to 
good work habits. The public responds to convenience 
and quality of service. Wherever you look in town, 
businesses have adequate office space to accomplish 
their goals. The Town of New Ipswich is not being well 
served in its present site. 


The Committee wishes to thank the Selectmen, Police and Fire 
Chiefs, Road Agent and Chairs of various boards and 
committees for their patience and cooperation.

TOWN AUDITOR'S REPORT 


Several weeks ago, I submitted a letter to the 
Selectmen recommending that consideration be given to 
have the Town books audited this year by a Certified 
Public Accountant, and my reasons thereof, and also 
suggested that monies be budgeted this year to fund the 
cost of the audit for year“ending December’ 31; .i9eeq 


They concurred with my suggestion and have placed 
a sum of money in the budget to pay for said audit. 


I am certain that my reasons will be explained to 
you at the Town Meeting, however, I felt it should be my 
duty to incorporate some of them in my report to you, 
as your auditor, and thus possibly answer in advance any 
questions you may have. 


It has been my practice to audit the Town books on a 
quarterly basis to detect and correct any errors that may 
have been made closing that quarter and also to prepare 
a report for the Selectmen as to appropriations versus 
disbursements through that period, also income received 
versus anticipated income. 


I was derelict in duties relative to this because of 
a personal setback I experienced in July, thus allowing 
completion of the final audit more difficult. 


As you probably know, when we were entitled to Revenue 
Sharing Funds, we were required to have an audit performed 
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every three years by a Certified Public Accountant to 
continue to qualify for funds. 


I always felt that this was good practice, even 
though a sum of money had to be budgeted for the fee, 
which was about $3,600 at the time, because it allowed 
the Town a more thorough audit by a team of at least 
three personnel who are specifically trained to perform 
audits in municipalities. They are also trained to 
uncover needs that possibly-could be funded by the many 
grants that are available, and if required to do so, 
would complete the MS-5, or Financial Report, which records 
all the assets, liabilities, disbursements, etc. for the 
year which reflects a Fund Balance or deficit at the 
end of the year. 


This is important, because accurate recording could 
allow for a substantial Fund Balance, which of course, 
could be used to reduce your tax rate. 


During the many years that I have been your auditor, 
I have performed all of these duties and am pleased to 
Say that never once have I ever suspected that your funds 
have not been handled properly and not in accordance with 
Beate "Statutes, andthe books, have always been in balance 
at the end of the year. 


Most of the towns in our State have their books 
audited by a C:P.A. every three years at least, as well 
as electing their own auditor, who will conduct audits 
during the interim and perform any other services that 
are requested of him. If elected again this year, I would 
continue to be of assistance to the very fine personnel 
in the office, as well as the Selectmen, in any way I can.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
MASCENIC REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


I am pleased to submit my fifth report to the District for the 
1987-88 school] year. 


The school year began with a student enrollment of 1,205 
students, with 518 secondary students and 687 elementary students. 
This represented an overall increase of 23 students from the previous 
year's enrollment. 


At the elementary level Joan Breault and Karen Moorman joined the 
Greenville staff and Sandra perfito joined the Mason staff. Heidi 
Cadwell joined the New Ipswich Central staff and Mary Deck and Maureen 
Nelson joined the Appleton staff. Patricia Bernard was appointed 
Elementary Music teacher. Richard Annis was appointed Associate 
Principal, replacing Andre’ Goyer and Carol Sheehan was appointed 
part-time Assistant Principal. At the secondary level, the following 
teachers joined the high school faculty: Robert Clark/Physical 
Education, Gail Fairbanks and Cynthia Hannon/Mathematice, Anne Hasse 
and Deborah O'Toole/English, Douglas Miller/Music, Chandrika 
Sharma/Special Education and Michael Whalen/Social Studies. 


At the annual meeting the Mascenic. School District approved a 
budget of $13,845,068.00 and approved construction of a new middle 
school with a 600 student capacity, a high school renovation and 
addition to house 500 students and a large addition to the Mason 
elementary school. This construction project should satisfy Mascenic 
School District: space needs until the mid-1990's, and the project 
includes space for a district kindergarten program which will begin in 
September of 1990. 


This building project represents a dramatic advancement for 
Mascenic education. It is the goal of all of us involved with 
Mascenic schools that this project mark the first of many significant 
improvements in the educational opportunities offered to the children 
of New Ipswich, Greenville and Mason. A great many people worked 
countless hours to bring this proposal] to a successful vote. On 
behalf of Mascenic students, t¢achers, administrators and school board 
members, I would like to thank everyone in our three towns for your 
generous and gratifying support and for making this project a reality. 


Bruce Hamilton was re-elected to a three year term as New Ipswich 
representative, Arthur Godjikian was re-elected to a three year tern 
as Mason representative and Mark Winslow was elected to a three year 
term as Greenville representative, replacing George Doonan. Steven 
Lizotte was appointed by the School Board to fill out the year for 
Diane Beckman who resigned as Greenville representative. Matt Beckman 
was re-elected as student representative. Carol Grass was appointed 
School District Treasurer and Luann Keddy was appointed School 
District Clerk. Bruce Hamilton was re-elected co-chairperson. 


Each school district in School Administrative Unit No. 63 
approved the addition of an Assistant Superintendent to the central 
office staff at its March 1988 meeting. A committee of School Board 
members, administrators and teachers screened more than forty 
candidates for the position. The School Administrative Unit No. 63 
Board selected Ms. Francine Fullam for the position from among three 
finalists. Ms. Fullam assumed her responsibilities August 1, 1988 and 
is currently participating in all aspects of central office 
administration.
